2) The subject-matter of Claims 1-7 of the present invention lacks novelty and an 
inventive step. 

Claims 1-7 of the present invention relate to a thin film transistor array panel 
comprising: a gate wire and a storage electrode wire extending in a. transverse 
direction; a data wire extending in a longitudinal direction which intersects the gate 
wire and the storage electrode wire; and a plurality of pixel electrodes and a plurality 
of TFTs which are provided on pixel areas defined by the intersections of the data wire 
and the gate wire. The storage electrode wire is interconnected by a plurality of 
storage electrodes connections provided on the pixel areas. 

Dl discloses a thin film transistor array panel comprising: a gate wire formed in a 
transverse direction; a data wire formed in a longitudinal direction; a storage 
electrode wire including the storage electrode lines and the storage electrodes; a 
plurality of pixel electrodes and a plurality of TFTs which are provided on pixel areas; 
a common bar formed in the same direction with a data wire; and a common pattern 
connected to the common bar and the storage electrode lines via contact holes. 

D2 discloses a thin film transistor array panel comprising: a gate wire formed in a 

transverse direction; a data wire formed in a longitudinal direction; a plurality of 

pixel electrodes and a plurality of TFTs which are provided on pixel areas defined by 

the intersections of the data wire and the gate wire; and a plurality of storage 

electrode connections electrically connected to the storage electrode lines and the 
storage electrodes. 

Therefore, the subject-matter of Claims 1-7 lacks novelty and an inventive step. 
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
